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Progress. . .Is Our Most Important Product 


The delegation to the 34th World Science-Fiction Convention has 
returned and is proud to report complete and unexpected success from its 
work and presentation in Kansas City, Missouri. This month, this column 
will examine in detail that success and will also point to the projects 
growing from the concluded adventure to Midamericon. We have been rejuve- 
nated for one year, two months more than adequate. But more strength has’ 
been gained than such a statement implies. The membership tripled, the 
Board expanded operations, and hundreds of contacts were made. Beyond 
such material rewards was the knowledge gained about the Space Revolution: 
its leaders, their projects, the potential constituencies, etc. 

When the delegation set wings for Kansas City, the organization 
had shrunk to nine members (7 active, 2 passive) through attrition. When 
the delegation returned to Santa Barbara, the membership had swelled to 
thirty people (15 active, 15 passive). More important than the hundreds 
of dollars this growth represented are the skills and energies many of 
these new people, active and passive, want to commit to our work. For 
one example, one of our passive members is Tim Kyger who is a student at 
a technical institute in Arizona. He is on the Committee for the 36th 
World Science-Fiction Convention to be held in Phoenix, Arizona in 1978 
(Iguanacon II). In addition, he will be quite involved with Suncon, the 
35th World Science-Fiction Convention to be held in Miami Beach, Florida 
next year. Although Tim joined as a passive, due to commitments to these 
conventions and his limited resources, he strongly expressed his desire to 
help construct the revolution in his area. As a student, as a science- 
fiction fan, as a person with convention experience, there is enormous 
potential work for CHRYSE-1l which he could do. And he will do a lot. We 
can make this statement not simply because Tim told us so; nor simply due 
to our analysis of his inquiries. His ready agreement to imagination and 
initiative, his clear understanding of the task ahead, and his commitments 
to two significant spacer events confirm our expectations. 

Here is a second example. Laurraine Tutihasi was one of the 
people to join UFOESP from reading the Aussiecon Advertisement in the 
Program Book of the 33rd S-F Worldcon in Melbourne, Australia. She 
activated her membership upon receipt of her first Morale Booster but 
also warned us that her schedule unfortunately permitted no more than 
the extra money. On the last day of the Worldcon in Kansas City, a 
woman by the name of Donna Camp came to our table and began to taik with 
us about our work and prospects. After many minutes, she expressed 
interest in the idea of working for her membership rather than paying 
for it. She suggested that she could do publicity for UFOESP at two 
upcoming local conventions. The President suggested that she contact 
members in her area to see what activity she could generate. When she 
learned that Ms Tutihasi is one of our active members, she laughed excitedly 
and said, "Oh Laurraine! She lives only a few miles from me!" Donna 
also was the first person to fill out and return the CHRYSE questionaire 
and indicated her intense interest in the idea, as did nearly every single 
person with whom we spoke about the convocation of space enthusiasts. 
Perhaps the past commitments possessed by Ms Tutihasi still prevent her 
participating more than she wants. Nonetheless, another person has been 
catalyzed to work on the ground for the revolution. The more resources 
joined together, the easier is the work to be done to promote the trans- 
formation of society by the space experience. Each spark, sparks another! 

Yet a third example of our unexpected success would be the passive 
membership of Christine McGowan who resides in Australia, near Clayton where 
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“our organization has a postal box. Linda Strickler, our Treasurer, had a 
long conversation with Christine McGowan and it was agreed. that the Board 
would send to Christine all the relevant documents for the postal box and 
she would do her best to activate the box and take care of it while we 
build Far Centaurus Chamber. Ms McGowan was this year's winner of the 
Down Under Fan Fund (DUFF) which is given once a year to either an 
American or Australian prominent in fandom to go to one country or the 
other every other year. She is well known and liked in fandom and it 

is a giant step forward to have her with us even though her membership is 
technically passive. 

We would like to continue with the story of every new member or 
recruit for UFOESP's work but one final one must suffice now. Ernst 'Kahn' 
Luposchainsky III joined the same day Christine did and like her as a 
passive member. Yet his willingness to work for UFOESP in his area 
clearly marks him as a vital foree for the future. A physics major in 
a University in Minnesota he has a strong background in Star Trek lore. 
Kahn is near the habitat of our new Assistant President for Light Industry 
(see below) and may soon be working with Robert Lovell, Jr. on Robert's 
idea "The Space Experience Experience” (the President's appellation), a 
multi-media presentation creating some visions of life on other worlds and 
in alien spaces. Since the organization has a number of individuals 
attending institutes of higher learning all across the country, a network 
might be created, including such people as Kahn, which would recruit and 
educate the college and university trained for space. 

Although the delegation took longer to adjust to the convention 
than it would have liked, the President and Treasurer were able to recoup 
their initial surprise losses and recruit ten people in one day. To 
catelogue all their achievements would focus too much on the past but some 
measures are interesting. We have already discussed the membership in- 
crease. We have given four examples of fantastic new possibilities of 
personnel resources. It is useful to mention that the Board of Governors 
has expanded to include Robert Lovell, Jr. of Shawnee Kansas as Assistant 
President for Light Industry and Ivan Clark of Hampton Virginia as General 
Secretary of Vega Chamber. Each of these gentlemen have impressive ideas 
about organization of the spacer masses and the Board has given them full 
and free reign to wage their campaigns. In addition, much literature was 
left in their possession to distribute for our cause. Mr Clark seems 
especially enthusiastic about solidifying Vega Chamber and Mr Lovell] 
ereates projects for conventions as fast as he hears of them. We would 
like the Board to increase in size and composition and so are working 
actively to enlist members. One position we have in mind is Assistant 
President for Heavy Industry. The foundation of the effectiveness of our 
group is communications. The most difficult tasks are those relating to 
the establishment of long distance communicative channels. The Assistant 
President for Heavy Industry is a person who would like to play a leading 
role in the creation of an extensive and reliable network of communications. 
All active members not now holding office are encouraged to inquire and 
volunteer their services. The more the merrier! 

There is every reason to expect a positive delayed response from 
Midamericon. We have two advertisements in publications by the Committee 
as well as the hundreds and hundreds of pieces of literature we handed out. 
When Ivan Clark and Robert Lovell accepted their current positions they 
set to work on the spot. UFOESP was fortunate in that the Board could 
expand at a critical moment and exploit the moment much greater than at first. 
Two other spacer organziations attended the convention: the L-5 Society 
(who were fortunately rble to get a booth in the huckster room on the 
second day of the convention) and the Foundation Institute which hosted 
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two evenings of open discussion on space colonization in their suite at the 

convention hotel. For some reason neither their advertisement in the 

program book nor their discussion evenings gave or give any indication 

what their address is. The meetings were covered well and thorough by 

the Board at the Convention. We met the President of the L-5 Society and 

we helped them distribute their literature before they got their table. 

There were many exchanges of views with many spacers. We were successful 

because we were prepared and determined to grow from the ground up. If 

we maintain this understanding for future delegations to conventions of all 

sorts then we can expect greater success and increase as the year unfolds. 
CHRYSE dominates our plans now that Midamericon has come and gone. 

The first two orders of business will be to contact NASA Public Affairs in 

Florida at Cape Canaveral and to contact the committee for Suncon. We 

will attempt to enlist the aid of either or both groups to stage CHRYSE. 

We also will continue our efforts to garner support from the L-5 Society 

and the Forum for the Advancement of Students in Science and Technology. 

In a few weeks at most, numerous amateur astronomy groups will have been 

contacted and canvassed by our workers. Some groups will have the good 

sense and vision to cast their energies into the project. No matter which 

ones do so, the convocation will be vital to the progress of the space 

revolution. The Board of Governors is distributing many copies of the 

CHRYSE questionaire in order to build support for the gathering at the 

very beginning on the grass roots level. Whether it is held together 

or separately with another meeting, the convocation will attract the atten- 

tion of hundreds of space enthusiasts. To insure the largest turnout, 

the Board considers the following lines of action: 


(a) Turning major resources to the education of Star 
Trek afficianados. Two conventions have been 
held this year and one drew 8,000 people while the 
other drew 15,000. It is said that there 
will be a local California gathering next year 
about Easter and we will do everything we can 
to be there. The dedication and enthusiasm of 
Star Trekkers is well known. Just recently one 
of their letter campaigns resulted in the name 
of the first Space Shuttle to be changed from 
Constitution to Enterprise. We need these people! 


(bd) The initial work done at the WAA Convention must 
not be allowed to hibernate. Next year Denver will 
be the site of the convention and if it is held 
near the same time next year as this, it would be 
easy to arrange to send a delegation to it on the 


way to Suneon. Jeff Bytof's close associations 
with amateur astonomers will serve us well in 
this context. Our connections have bloomed and 


we should harvest them. 


(ec) Co-ordinated action across the country to increase 
and solidify our membership. We have two major 
eenters for action east of the Rocky Mountains as 
a result of Midamericon (Virginia and Kansas City). 
As our personnel in these regions are organized, 
larger numbers will become aware of the important 
event. We hope that Robert Lovell and Ivan Clark 
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will be able to increase our presence in those 


regions of the nation. Each person’ added to 
the roster now adds more than a single voice 
to the cry for space. Each one adds a whole 


nexus of important relations for the revolution. 


CHRYSE will mark the final crest of this wave. There is no time to lose 
now that Midamericon has brought us precious time. We must not become ob- 
sessed with any project yet we must not take any one without gravity. There 
are thirty people scattered over this great nation and each one one can 
catalyze many individuals to take our program seriously. Let us speed 
this development with full co-operation among all members: to further our 
plans in the revolution falling from the sky. 

It will be some time before we fully realize the impact of our 
delegation to Midamericon yet we are certain that all points will be 
higher from this time forward. We will be able to turn our attention to 
the education of the political consciousness of the future this Fall 
when CHRYSE's planning is well underway and two more Morale Boosters have 
been produced. Next year we hope to begin a classic petitioning (the 
gathering of signatures of registered voters) of the nation for space. In 
the meanwhile, relations with other spacer organizations will be strength- 
ened and as much communication within UFOESP as can be created will be 
stimulated to occur. We are building from the bottom up and can only, 
as a consequence, get higher as we continue our construction of the in- 
frastructure of the space revolution. We do not oppose any other efforts 
to bring greater unity to the spacer population but we also realize that 
the most solidly united are those who have seen the merits of expansion 
into space on the ground of private citizens. We will make this nation 
reel with dreams of space!

As a member of the recent delegation to MidAmeriCon, it was my 
pleasure to partake in the huckster table and to witness the growth of 
UFOESP. Twenty-one new members stepped forward to join with us; many more 
people received literature and other information about our organization 
and we fully expect te hear from those spacers in the near future. The 
future is ours! While speaking in financial terms does not fully demon- 
strate the strengths of the treasury, it should be noted that we received 
enough capital to carry on our work for many months to come. There is 
still much dependence upon donations to UFOESP, but the strengths of the 
organization are not financial, and never have been. It has only been 
the necessity for money for printing, postage, traveling, etc which has 
made money at all crucial, but this is the same story for any group which 
seeks to influence others.

Last month we rambled and gamboled through the vagueries of the 
commanding heights of the Space Revolution. There was a central issue 
lurking amidst the ambiguities. Admitedly, the tangled expression of 
its centrality obscured its nature, structure, and content to a large 
degree. It is our hope that this second installment of the discussion 
of communication, publicity, and the Space Revolution as integral ele- 
ments governing the development of the next ten years will help to clarify 
some points while casting into sharper shadow the meaning of others. 

In all our work we face a philosophical burden: justification of 
the Space Revolution. Certainly we can argue that its sheer existence 
is justification enough for our participation and enthusiasm and we have, 
in fact, so argued on occasion in the past. Such rationales are not 
adequate as primary supports for our position on space however and so 
we must confront the questionsof what approaches must be employed, what 
presentations must be adopted, what points are best to stress to con- 
vince the random man or woman of the need for expansion off planet. 
Nothing that is not known at least in outline to the serious space revo- 
lutionary has been given so far. We simply speak of the drudgery of 
the task to provide the constant referent necessary to fix our sense of 
direction. 

There is an old saying, "The squeaky wheel gets the grease." 

If the reader has detected a persistent, consistent, slightly offkey tone 
to the discussions offered here in these pages, it is anly due to the 
absolute presence of this insistent and itching quality in these remarks. 
The structure we build with the populace is a vast entertainment 
extravaganza-experience. There is but one final reason for any one 
person to leave Earth, travel to other worlds, settle in other places 

in the spacetime continuum: the excitement and adventure of being in 
alien environments. For are not all travels imply voyages of the 
bizarre? We journey to Timbuktoo or Kalamazoo or Siberia or Mars for 

the strange air, the weird lighting effects, the storms and fantastic 
meterological patterns. The economic, scientific, political, and 
cultural rewards from civilizing space are secondary consequences and 
value-considerations than the egoistic motivation: the ego transformed 
by direct and(total) ‘alien experience. 

When we speak of education as our major undertaking, we under- 
stand propaganda to be the primary product. Classical meanings to 
“propaganda” disturb and irritate some people but we emphasize the 
entertaining connotations. What is entertainment? It is the diversion 
of the brain to imagination and adventure. What is the space experi- 
ence? It is imagination and adventure gone wild. Simple arithmetic 
suffices to reach the obvious conelusion: space experience is enter- 
tainment gone wild or on the grand scale. This axiom guides our thought 
as we build the Space Revolution. 

To make a long story short, the equivalent expression for 


entertainment is the exponential exercise of publicity. Ooh baby, now 
it's time to get hardcore. We are not for sale and our work for the 


Space Revolution is pure behold and beyond Conception. Nonetheless, 
we recognize the dull masses for the collection of dullards they are. 
The divine Toad would not waste the creative power to make all and 
every thing, entity, or theoretical construct unremarkable, curious, 
perfectly aligned and normalized for optimum performance. Where is 
the insuranee in the assurance of noble action? Nowhere. 
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But theology is not at issue here. We are speaking of the inti- 
mate matter of mind persuasion. Let us have no illusions about the sort 
of work we do and the kind of people we are as a consequence. We are 
not satisfied with simple expression of our opinion. We are determined 
to exercise power so that the space program can be assured of growth, 
vitality, significant scale, and adventure. The message we must bring 
to the man and woman in the street who is simply going to work and 
bringing home the bacon while complaining about the high cost of living. 


No doubt inflation eats at the vitals of the American family. If we 
are to be perceived as relevant to today”s issues and time then we 
must address ourselves to the most basic and mundane questions. The 


entertainment we seek is public and extravagant announcement that the 
Space Revolution is here!

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To build a mass consciousness of demand for increased space effort 
requires steady contact with the markets and thoroughfares of public life. 
We cannot make the error of the Bolsheviks and not suffer the same disas- 
tous consequences. We can be confident that the Space Revolution will 
succeed because we can be sure that a majority of people are receptive 
to it under the proper circumstances. We thus go to the people knowing 
that they are disenchanted with conventional wisdom and typical political 
action. Why do we speak of ready revolution when all the classic 
portents are lacking? When crisis looms and technology matures, drastic 
reorganization becomes possible. In order to strengthen the random 
factors, it is imperative to hold forth and call forth all space revolu- 
tionaries to plunge into public clamor. ; 

Yes, it is noise and hoots and howls and chaos and cheers to the 
chief which we need to create. The rationality of our views does not 
obviate the necessity of boisterous if not rowdy action. The public eye 
is the media eye, the private, peeping eye of television and the Big 
Picture. In some sense, spacers must make a spectacle of themselves if 
they are ever to hope to be taken seriously. The news and documentary 
crews require distraction. They bore easy and so always are on the lookout 
for new thrills and refurbished old teases. In this character lies the 
vulnerability of the media and Eastern Networks to exploitation by the 
clever and bold media hounds. Let”s howl to the moon! Give the voyeurs 
of NBC, ABC, CBS and the Big Fat Classy Press something to crow and 
whisper to their loves in the boudoir. Hah! No doubt reciprocity governs 
many if not most of the interactions between reporter and reportee. Yet 
we must construct relations with the public which give at least the illu- 
sion of being under our control. Communication is central to leadership 
and those who operate at the heart of the communications network are the 
ones who lead and claim followers. 

To make a spectacle of themselves does not mean that space revolu- 
tionaries simply take whatever outrageous or flagrant action that suggests 
itself. On the contrary, the publicity we seek to generate is based upon 
the most careful selection of pronouncements and events. There is much 
autonomy within the networks and communications media so it is not as 
if we can command attention at will. But the needs and esthetics of 
the media are not difficult to characterize or structure to the careful 
and persistent inquirer. Discerning the general nature of a successful 
apporach to manifpulation of the networks is easiest by looking at those 
who have taken on the media and mastered them. Bob Dylan or Adam Clayton 
Powell or Betty Ford might be worthwhile subjects for such scrutiny. In 
each case we can detect the importance of flair, honesty however indirect 
or buried under excresences of style, sympathy with the times and similar 
perceptive qualities. Lessons are to be learned and the easiest lessons 
are those which are given most completely. 

To build U.F.O.£.S.P. in numbers and potency it is necessary to 
go to the people and announce our existence, pronounce our goals, beseech 
all to participate, raise our voices, employ theatrical tricks to gain 
attention, keep attention, and persuade the uncommitted to join up. As 
we move from town to town, forum to forum, conclave to group to conference 
to coffee klatsch, our senses should be alert to the public quality of 
our activities. When we implore the masses to awaken and shake itseif 
into space and transformation, we strive to use phraseology and imagery 
enticing to idle or roving reporters, free-lance photographers and the like. 
The danger of self-consciousness is real but can be overcome with the 
vigorous pursuit of an integrated rap. Sparks! Exposure! Effective 
advertising extends far beyond blurbs in books or magazines. Our routine 
operation should become testimonial to our presence and visibility.
